field A. Schuster of Douglas, one of ' 
the few remaining Republican 
Governor's councillors, was given a 
resounding applause on mounting 
the rostrum at the Republican club 
meeting Monday in Boston, there 
was a sense of disapproval in the 
air when he blasted (without using 
a name), Leverett Saltonstall, gub- 
ernatorial candidate, because he 
comes from a distinguished family 
of long standing in this State and 
called him "a wearer of the 'royal 
purple' and not the man for nom- 
inee for Governor." 

That seems to me to have been 
Schuster's first really poor move. I 
am sure it Injured his popularity 
considerably. Everyone in the Re- 
publican party of Massachusetts 
admires Leverett Saltonstall as a 
man who has served his State 
faithfully and well for many years. 

Schuster was obviously ''nomin- 
ating" his friend, John W. Haigls, 
Republican nominee for lieutenant- 
governor in 1934, for Governor next 
year, but th.e manner he chose for 
doing it was hardly ethical, par- 
ticularly as Salton.sta!l himself was 
on the paltform at the time and 
had a few minutes before received 
almost as fine a "hand" as did 
Lodge; and, a.s I say, even though 
some may not consider the House 
Speaker as the man for the Repub- 
lican gubernatorial nomination In 
1936, everyone likes him and those 
at the meeting were not altogether 
pleased at hearing the Shuster 
thrush. I believe 



I was glad to hear Saltonstall, 
before Schuster had arrived in thp 
Hotel Statler ballroom even, sharply 
defend his ancestry, of which he is 
justly proud, and challenge anyone 
to prove that because he wore the 
so-called "royal purple" he is unfit 
for higher service to the State, 
which he has ably served for ten 
years as a member of the legis- 
lature. Many of his family had 
held public office, pointed out Sal- 
tonstall, asserting that "clean-liv- 
ing, clean-thinking, capacity for 
government and conscientousness to 
duty have been assets to every 
public official" and that those were 
assets upon which he proudly based 
his candidacy for Governor. 

Schuster should take a political 
"bath" himself before talking about 
anyone else, was the reaction of 
Robert M. "Bob" Washburn, presi- 
dent of the Roosevelt ("Teddy") 
club and Republican nominee for 
United States Senator a year ago. 
I quote the comment on the Schu- 
.ster statement by Washburn, who, 
•incidently, thinks a great deal of 
John Haigis, as shown by his splen- 
did editorial tribute to him in his 
weekly letter this week in the Bos- 
ton Evening Transcript and re~ 
printed in the Times yesterday: 

"Mr. Schuster is a moiiest spirit 
He breaks out in a new rash. He in- 
donses Mr. Curle y. They are now ii 
complete sympathy. They say thai 
Mr. Saltonstall should retire from 
the public service, that he is in sub- 
stance a social tycoon, that he can- 
not appeal to the workingraen of 
the State. 

"If this is so, why should not 
Mr. Schuster also get out? For -the 
Schuster family for generations 
have been fat manufacturers in 
Worcester County — textile ty- 
coons. Mr. Schuster ought to take 
a bath himself before he estab- 
lishes his own public political 
Turkish baths to clean up the 
party."

election in this city in his column 
"Local Politics," published in the 
Sunday Herald, November 17: 

"Of all the municipal election re- 
sults so far this fall, the one that 
probably was the hardest for Gov. 
Curley to accept was the victory of 
Edward J. Yoke over Representative 
William H. Melley in the contest for 
mayor of Chelsea. Not that the Gov- 
ernor has anything: against Mr. Yoke 
or any high regaid for Mr. Melley. 
In fact, he probably does not know 
the new mayor-elect. 

"The Governor, however, does 
know Mr. Yoke's chief .sponsor, 
Mayor Lawrence F. Quigley of Chel- 
sea, who holds down a lucrative state 
job as commandant of the Soldiers' 
Home in Massachusetts, from which 
the Governor is powerless to remove 
him. The Governor piobably would 
go to almost any length to put a 
new commandant on the job. 

"He tried to have the Legislature! 
turn the home back to the federal 
government and thus abolish the job, 
but his bill to accomplish this was 
defeated. The hoard of seven tru;; 
tees was appointed by former Gov. 
Ely and the executive council will not 
permit him to remove the board and 
appoint a new group. 

"For years Mr. tjuigley has prob- 
fib\y been the Go vernor 's most severe 
critic in the Democratic party, but

■'Mr. Quigley did an artistic job m 
the iecent Chelsea election. Mr. Mel- 
lay had been preparing tor this con- 
test ever since he was beaten two 
years ago, but the mayor picked out 
Mr. Yoke, persuaded hini three 
months ago to change hi.s Republi- 
can enrolment to Democratic, and he 
walked into the office without even a 
hard fight. .

In 
Worcester, Somerville and Lowell, 
the new Republican mayors will be 
in position to organize their cities 
politically against the li)3(; election, 
while the Governor will be forced to 
proceed in Chelsea without an oflft- 
cially friendly administration.

Upon learning of the proposal to 
further cut salaries, Mr, Curley dic- 
tated in the presence of the Coun- 
cil committee, a letter in which he 
pointed out that from hi.i experi- 
ence as Mayor of Boston he found 
pay cutting to be false and unwise 
economy in that it reduces the pur- 
chasing power of the community in 
which it occur.s. 

He further told of his efforts 
through a Federal Act on behalf of 
the pay cut restoi'ation in Roslon, 
and stated that while he did not 
wish to interfere in administrative 
affairs of cities and towns that it 
i.s his wish that some other method 
will be employed in Fall River.

Storm Gov. Curjey's Office 

With Protest Over 

Non-Employment 

BOSTON, Nov. 23— Headed by 
Rep. Prank Ijeonardi of Boston, 
about 160 men residing in Ward 3 
appeared at the Govornor's cfflce 
yest«i-day to protest again.st the 
failure to obtain work under the 
Chief Executive's "work and wagies" 
program. 

The entire delegation expressed a 
desire to prote.st personally to the 
Governor but because of the size 
of the group a committee was se- 
lected to represent the gathering 
In the protest. 
"Tliese men want to protest 
_ agaln.st the failure to obtam work." 
Rep. Leonard! declared." It will be 
pointed out to His Excellency that 
In the opinion of tliose here the j 
I Governor is attcmpliiig to fix up the 
' weak spots without realizing he Is 
' leaving bigger hole.s in what haw 
' ix!en his strongholds. What we 
' want to find out is where is the 
work." 

When the delegation left the 
Governor's office they were ex- 
tremely dLisati.'sfled. 

Tlie Governor, they said, in- 
formed them that there were no 
Jobs available for Boston workers 
and that there was nothing he could 
do now to Justify his work-and- 
wages promt'*. 

"We think," .said their oouasel, 
Attorney Fitzgerald, "that he .should 
a.ssume the burden of providing 
Jobs, for it -was uixin a work-and- 
wages platform that he was 
elected." 

Fitzgerald added that when the 
Legislature enacted the bond issue 
appropriations for starting a public 
works program, it was the belief of 
Boston legislators voting for it that 
a substantial part of the money 
, would be expended here. This, he 
said, has not l>een done.

Reply to Mr. Swann 

■ To llie editor of THE E.^GLEi - 

I I should like to reply to the let- 
ter In The Eagle from Mr. John 
j Butler .Swann of Siockbrldge con- 
oorning the initiative petition for 
•State Fore&t.s! 

First, he states, that no provision 
has been made for returning land 
to private owner.shlp. Under the 
'law, the Conservation Commission- 
er, with the coiiiient of the Gove r- 
nor and Cuujicil, may exchange or 
sell lands which become more use- 
ful for some other purpo.se than 
the growing of timber. Further- 
niore. tlie Slate reimburses the 
towiifi for tiuces lost on land ac<]uir- 
ed for State Porest.s. and, in many 
cases, this means tlial the towns 
are greatly benefited, becau.^ they 
are unable to collect taxes from a 
great deal of this type of land; In 
fact much of this land In some sec-j 
tlons is no longer on tlie Uvx books. ) 
For example, in the town of Bourne ' 
wlicre the State acquired 8300 acres, 
the owners for 2500 acres have nev- 
er been found, which mean.s that at 
Irasi that much land h&d been es- 
caping taxation. 

Secondly, as to the State Fore.<vts 
earning money, the only thing we 
can .say ni regard ta that, is that 
In all Euroiiean countries where the 
forests have been under public 
' managiement, thai not only have 
they earned a profit, but In many of 
the smaller towns these profits from 
the forests meet the entire cost of 
running the town. This is not the- 
or>', but actual fact. An estimate 
made of the value of the forests by 
the U. S. Forest Service for the 
Massachusetts Poi-^vit and Park As- 
sociation a few years ago actually 
sliowed that the lands at that time. 
wore worth 20 per cent more than I 
the State had put Into them. Of; 
course. It is going to take time toj 
grow timber, but if the people ofj 
this countrj- continue to use wood, j 
there is no question as to the value 
of the State Forests as an itivost- 
ment. We are now Importing over 
90 per cent of our lumber and pay- 
ing other tieople to grow, manufac- 
ture and deliver it to us, while we | 
are allowing more than a million ^ 
acres in this St«te to lie Idle, and : 
are supporting our idle men by ; 
dole, when they might be growing ] 
tlnxber on this land. 

Thirdly, as to the slse of the area 
desired, if this 600,000 acres Is ac- 
quired by Massachusetts, this State 
will stlU be far beliind the leaders 
in forestry, such as Penn.'Lylvanla 
and New 'Vork, so far &s the per- 
centage of publicly-owned to pri- 
vately-owned forest land la con- 



cerned. In fact, in Europe morel 
I than half of the forest land in most 
' of the countries is under public ' 
ownership. Only 20 per cent of our 
forest land will be ov^Tied by the 
State if this bill becomes a law. 

As to the possibility of graft, to 
which Mr. Swann refers, the prod- 
ucts sold by our Conservation De- 
partment thus far have been dis- ; 
pa'^ of to the highest bidder, 
which liAs been done for a genera- 
tion or more by the U. S. Forest 
.Service. Tlie only difference be-j 
tween sales by the government and 
by a private owner is tliat the gov- 
ernment requires the timber to be 
rut in such a way as to conserve 
Uie young growih. 

And cveji if there was graft in the 
purchase of State Forests. I believe 
the average citizen will agree that 
it would be very small on land that 
must be purcha.sed for $5 or less per 
acre, as required by the law.

Former Represwitative Pratt was 
one of the principal lobb>ists early 
this year for Governor Curley's $13.- 
000.000 highway bond issue biU 
which pas.'^ed the Legislature and 
the $4,500,000 bond issue bill for 
public works that was defeated.

As Federal Grant; Sturbridge Gets $26,763.50, 

Charlton, $24,690.50, Brookfield $13,575 

TOWNS PAY ONLY^OR^GRAVEL AND TOOLS 

Local Appropriation Probably Will Not Exceed 6 

Percent of Federal Sum; Roads Will be 18 Feet 

Wide And Covered With One Foot of Gravel 

Southbridge will receive $40,000 for the construction 
of farm-to-market roads. 

In a statement given yesterday by the State Public 
Works department to Rep. Albert 0. Boyer, Harold W. 
Putnam, senior civil engineer, assured Mr. Boyer the town 
will get the money as a P'ederal grant. 

For the same purpose.s, yturbridge will receive $26,- 
763.50; Charlton, $24,690.50; Warren, $13,575; Brook- 
field, $13,597; East Brookfield, $13,422.20; and West 
Brookfield, $13,483.80. 

, The amounts will be available for spendmg as soon 
as the towns appropriate enough money to cove.-- purchase 
of gravel and tools which will be required in the work. 

The sum to be appropriated by Southbridge may not 
be more than 10 percent of the Federal grant and prob- 
ably will be about 6 percent, or $2,400, Rep. Boyer said.

Delegation N'isits Governor's 
Office —But Departs Dis- 
satisfied — Told No Boston 
Jobs Available

J Bo.iton, Nov. 22— Headed by Repre- 
' »ematlve Fiank M. Leonardl of Bos- 
' ton, more than 150 men living in 
the ward 3 section of Boston, 
today called at the governor'; 
office and protested failure to obtain 
work under Gov Curley's "work and 
wages" proffram. The entire delega- 
tion wanted to protest to the gov- 
ernor i>ersonal!y, but a committee was 
allowed in his pi-esence. 

Leonard! said the doJegatlon pro- 
tested the failure to obtain work, and 
pointed out to tthe governor that in 
its members' opinion, the govcrnoi is 
"attempting to fix up the weak spots 
without realizing that he Is leaving 
bigger holes in what have been his 
strongholds." 

"What we want to And out Is 
where the work la," Leonardi ex- 
plained. 

When the delegation left after the 
committee had come out of the gcv- 
ornor's office, itj! members were ex- 
tremely dis.intlstied. One stated the 
Kovernor fold them there were no 
Job.q avrtllable for Boston workers and 
there was nothing he could do. "We 
think." this member declared, "that 
he should assume the burden of pro- 
viding job.-!, for it w.^s upon a 'work 
and wages' platform that he was 
elected." 

The speaker added that when the 
Legislature enacted the bond issue 
appropriations for starting public 
Aorks. it was the belief of Boston 
legislators that a ^substantial part of 
the money would be expended in Bos- 
ton. This, he said, has not been done, 
and "the wool was pulled over our 
eyes." 

A delegation from the Artisans' 
Writers' union, also called upon the 
governor seeking employment. Curley 
suggested it might be possible for 
fhem to secure work as clerks under 
the WPA program, if some regula- 
tions could be lifted, and directed a 
letter to proper authorities, with the 
view of bringing this ,'iboiif

the policies of the commissioner, but 
• if there should result a uniform 
•tate policy there would be many an 
upset in the practices of local relief 
•dministration. There is now no 
uniformity in the standards of re- 
lief. The sUte department advises 
as to minimum food requirements, 
but it does not require adequate 
aupport. A hardup "or indifferent 
eommunity can half starve its de- 
pendents, fail to provide them with 
adequate clothing, and dodge the re- 
eponsibility for shelter, and there is 
nothing that the state department 
can or does do about it. 

The setting up of state super- 
vision, with power to enforce pre- 
scribed policies and practices, could 
no doubt be made to remedy policies 
of neglect in certain communities, 
but the enforcement of wholly ade- 
quate standards might here and 
there cause financial difficulties that 
would not be solved by the econ- 
omies that Mr Conant perceives in 
his plan. 

It is to be hoped that some good 
will have been accomplished by the 
commissioner's study of the situa- 
tion. He has been highly regarded 
by welfare workers and so far a« 
he has been able he has worked for 
the humane treatment of dependent 
persons.

FEUD TERMINATED

Councilor Danipl H. Coakley. of 
Boston, who han been piomlnent in 
every Democratic campaign the 
last few generations, has demon- 
strated that no matter how hitter 
are the battles in the ranks of 
Democracy, they are never to he 
taken too seriously. His laudation 
of Gov. Jame.s M. Curlcy, this week, 
disclosed how easily a Democratic 
politician can bury the hatchet 
without even the trace of a blush. 

When Ml-. Coakley characterized 
Governor Curley as one of the most 
capable executives the state has 
had in .'jO years, his backyard som- 
ersault probably surpri.'^ed everyone 
who recalls recent campaigns, with 
the exception of those who know 
Councilor Coakley and are familial 
with his political strateRy. 

Governor Curley and Councilor 
Coakley were friends yoais a^o but 
there came ine inevnabje break 
when two dominating minds- clash. 
They became as bitter enemie.^ as 
they had been friends. Since 1930 
Councilor Coakley has lost no op- 
portunity to let loose a sizzlint,- at- 
tack on Governor Curley. and the 
Governor has replied to some of 
these attacks in langimse giving 
strong expression to his opinion of 
Councilor Coakley. 

The high point of hitteine™ be- 
tween the two was reached in the 
Presidential piimary campaign of 
Xm2. Mr. Coakley sided with the 
organization led by Sen. David I. 
Walsh and Gov-, Jo.=eph M. Ely, 
which lined up for Al Smith as op- 
posed to the Roosevelt slate headed 
by Governor Curley. 

Close Friend of Smith 

Councilor Ooakley has always 
been a close friend of Smith It was 
he who aided Frank J. Donahue 
now a justice of the Superior Court 
but then chairman of the Demo- 
cratic State Committee to get the 
required consent of Smith lo enter 
the Massachusetts primaries 

One day the political writers 
asked Coakley if hy any chance 
there would be a compromise with 
Curley to permit his name (o be 
on the same slate with the Smith 
delegates. 



If he Is,' Coakley replied, "i win 
take the authorization back to 
Smith and tell him we got it under 
false pretenses." 

Throughout the campaign Coak- 
ley hired generous radio time os- 
tensibly to speak for the Smith 
ticket but in reality he devoted 
most of it to bitter attacks on Cur- 
ley. He la.shed him as only the 
Coakley tongue could do it and did 
It frequently. There came a climax 
when Curley and Donahue met in 
a radio studio. Donahue had at- 
tacked Curley for alleged desertion 
of Smith in the 3928 campaign. Cur- 
ley was in the studio in fevening 
clothes and heard him. When Dona- 
hue emerged from the broadcasting 
room he gave him a merry chase 
around the studio, at the same time 
expressing his opinion of the Dem- 
ocratic chairman in explosive lang- 
uage. It was one of Mr. Coakleys 
sons who stopped the cha.se by get- 
ting in the way of Curlev. The next 
day Coakley charged Curley bad as- 
saulted his son and threatened to 
*<?ra warrant- which of course was 
good publicity bvft never developed 
into action.

Relief officials stressed yesterday it 
is too late to apply for jobs on 
W. P. A., as all persons will be as- 
signed to work from E. R. A. and 
public welfare lists compiled before 
Nov 1. 

Persons on relief or on E. R. A. 
last May will be given first prefer- 
ence, then those who went on relief 
between May and November. Nobody 
who went on relief Nov 1 may be a.s- 
signed on W. P. A. projects, Ad- 
ministrator Rotch declared. 

Persons not listed on relief who 
may hope to gain employment, relief 
official said, are those registered with 
Gov Curley's employment office, who 
may be appointed to work on side- 
walks along state highways. All this 
work is being done outside of Boston.

serious one from the point of view 
of school finance, since in the up- 
per schools the per pupil cost of 
education has to be higher. The 
increase in the enrolment in these 
.schools has been continuous since 
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1929. In that year the enrolment 
was 12,483; in 1935 it is 14,723, an 
increase of nearly 18 per cent. Ulti- 
mately, should the population fail 
to increase, the birth rate continue 
to decline, and the enrolment in the 
lower grade schools continue to ifal! 
off, the effect would be seen in the 
high schools unless economic and 
social conditions, the value of the 
upper schools for unemployed youth 
having been discovered, should 
cause an even greater resort to 
these schools. ! 

Under such extraordinary educa- 
tional conditions the school depart- 
ment by various economies has cut 
its expenses during the depression 
by an appreciable amount. Ac- 
cording to the city auditor's analy- 
sis of department expenses the ap- 
propriations for education in 1929 
were $3,896,635, which equaled 35 
per cent of the total of all the de- 
partments — unemployment relief 
then being negligible. In 1934 the i 
appropriations were $3,428,550, or 
29 per cent of the whole. But the 
peak was in 1931, when the appro- 
priations for education totaled $4,- 
032,981, after which more vigorous 
efforts for economy were made. 

It has not been the custom to 
charge against the school depart- 
ment or any other department the 
debt service due to that depart- 
ment. It will possibly surprise some 
citizens to learn that the outstand- 
ii'g school debt does not constitute 
as large a proportion of the whole 
debt as they had supposed. A year ! 
ago the school debt amounted to [ 
$2,057,000, but that was exceeded ! 
by the $2,176,000 for bridges and ' 
compares with $1,887,000 for sew- 
ers, $1,298,200 for streets, $1,012,- 
000 for relief, $739,000 for the Mu- 
nicipal group, $544,000 for the 
lieallh department hospital, and

Advocates of economy in munici- 
pal government will get scant en- 
couragement from Gov Curley's 
comment on the protest of Fall 
River city employes against a fresh 
cut in pay: "With the stale not 



'only restoring- salary cuts but ad- 
vancements in salaries as well, 1 
'can see no justification in reducing 
'the wages of city employes where 
'cuts are still in effect." 

Gov Curley is among the persons 
who seems not to be able to get a 
realistic view of municipal finance. 
It appears not to matter to them 
what a city can afford to pay for its 
services. That Fall River was saved 
from bankruptcy by drastic cuts in 
salaries and personnel early in the 
depression and may now be in need 
of being saved again apparently 
makes no difference to those who 
hold wit!) Mr Curley the view that 
"restriction or purdiasing power is 
'never beneficial." 

At Fall River and in many an- 
other community the vital question 
now is not what the services of an 
employe are worth — which is more 
or less an abstraction — but what are 
the resources of the community, of 
«hic)i there are such yardsticks as 
deficit?, tax defaults, confiscation of 
properties and even municipal in- 
solvency. 



"Fun" For Ex-Gov Ely 

The statement of former Gov 
Joseph B. Ely that "under no cir- 
cumstances" will he run "for any 
'political office, now or at any 
'time, unless it is to seek election i 
'to the Legislature from my own 
'district" may conceivably start a 
movement to draft him for legisla- 
tive service. But his further 
statement, "I think there is more 
'fun in the Legislature," creates 
some doubt as to his entire ser- 
iou.sness in suggesting that he 
might at some lime seek a seat 
in it. 

Such wearisome, long-drawn-out 
sessions of the Legislature as we 
have had this year seem more 
likely to appeal to those willing to 
go through them in the hope of 
ultimately getting to the top in 
state politics than to one who has 
already been at the top. Yet the 
unique spectacle of an ex-govemox 
of Mr Ely's ability serving in either 
branch of the state Legislature is 
one which many voters without re- 
gard to party would be glad to 
see — even if Gov Curley wouldn't. 



the fact that out of the $36,000,000 
bet through the parimutuels in the 
state this ye^r only $350,000, or a 
little more than 1 per cent, goes to 
the cities and towns. 

According to revised figures, 
Springfield will receive only $14,780, 
while West Springfield with its dog 
track and Agawani with its horse 
plant will get proportionally less; in 
the case of Agawam only a few 
hundred dollars. It does not help 
the case for the race tracks that the 
lion's share of the "cut" goes into 
the general fund of the common- 
wealth and will profit the cities and 
towns only indirectly, if at all. The 
local receipts can hardly be much of 
a sop either to the business interests 
which are affected by the gambling 
craze or to the moral forces, whose 
hostility has not been minimized by 
the popularity of racing, with its 
betting, among persons of sporting 
proclivities. 

Presi^ure will be brought on the 
Legislature for direct repeal of the 
racing law at the coming session. 
If this should fail, there still is 
practical certainty of a referendum 
at the election next fall. What 
forces will finally oe lined up be- 
hind the new Puritan league does 
not yet appear, but it is asserted by 
the Boston headquarters that busi- 
ness men, clergymen and charity 
workers are being enlisted. There 
is vitality in the movement of 
the Massachusetts Federation of 
Churches operating through the 
j converts of th^ Gypsy Smith re- 
I vival, it being asserted that an army 
I of 10,000 persons has been as.signcd 
the duty of carrying on the fi^ht 
for repeal. 

The first of the referendum peti- 
tions, bearing 20,000 signatures, 
was filed with the secretary of the 
commonwealth last week. This 
compels consideration by the next 
Legislature. If it acts favorably 
on the petition, parimutuel betting 
will be automatically repealed. If 
not, with the fi'ing of 5000 addi- 
tional signatures, the question of 
repeal will go on the ballot of the 
state election next fall. 



The Antigambling Campaign

The Riverda'.e Trees 

The citizens of West Springfield 
generally and the residents of Riv- 
erdale street in particular are right- 
ly concerned about the way that 
I thoroughfare and its trees are to 
I be treated by the state board of 
public works engineers when the 
j four-lane highway leau'ing from the 
Xorth-end bridge to Holyoke is 
! planned. Some admittedly difficult 
' problems are involved, but the en- 
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ginecrs have agrefia i<. .k* u?fe se- 
lectmen pass on the plans and the 
selectmen have already proved their 
solicitude for the preservation of ^ 
the tree beauty of the towti. 

The chief difficulty appears to lie 
in the approach of the bridge if 
the highway is widened on the riv- 
er side, as it must be if the hand- 
some residences on the other side 
of the street are not to be serious- 
ly damaged. It is assumed that the 
socalJed "Walke?- circle," a device 
conceived by a former chairman of 
the selectmen for alleviating a bad 
traffic situation at the end of the 
bridge, will have to be abandoned. 
This example of circular traffic con- 
trol, while cleverly designed, has 
been puzzling to strangers and a 
different arrangement will prob- 
ably have to be made for the broad- 
er highway. 

It has been suggested that the 
Holyoke traffic be accommodated by 
a curved cutoff leading from the 
bridge some little distance from 
the end and making it unnecessary 
to remove the pylons, the single 
architectural feature which the 
bridge boasts. But that would nat- 
urally throw the highway far out 
toward the river's edge and prob- 
ably require the destruction of 
many of the trees along the bank. 
That, however, would be loss im- 
portant than to cut down the shade 
trees on the other side, which to 
some extent shield the houses from 
the traffic rush on one of the bus- 
iest highways in the state. 



'Imbedded Government' 

Tax Commissioner Long, in speak- 
ing to the taxpayers' associations 
at Worcester a few days ago, de- 
scribed in one sentence a condition 
that underlies the difficulties of 
government, national, state and lo- 
cal. "The cost of government," he 
said, "is more or less definitely 
'imbedded." By that he apparently 
meant not so much unnecessary 
cost, or waste, as the building up 
and expansion of useful public 
service, good if it can be supported 
and difficult of contraction if it 
cannot. 

The situation in which the state 
and its municipalities And them- 
selves is not merely one callinji 
for the elimination of political 
misgovernment and the ridding of 
departments of supernumeraries 
but one that requires a readjust- 
ment of public service standards 
to meet the public's purse. The 
latter would be by far the more 
difficult problem even with a pub- 
lic and an electorate equally ready 
for reform or for revision. 



jjunng a long period of growth 
and prosperity, government, local 
and otherwise, has been building 
up useful services, some of them 
more important than others but all 
tending to enrich modern life. In 
the progress of the schools, for 
example, it has been a good many 
years since the cry of "fads and 
'frills" was heard, and at the pres- 
ent moment public school educa- 
tion of a varied character is more 
in demand than perhaps ever be- 
fore. 

Commissioner Long is right in 
declaring that the situation is one 
that calls for deep study, that it 
cannot be met by merely lopping 
off right and left, that there must 
be greater regard for what the 
public dollar is buying. As well as 
anybody, Commissioner Long knows 
that the present governmental 
structure cannot be supported with 
present public revenues as limited 
as they now are and promise to 
be, much less a still further ex- 
panded government for which there 
is pressure.

Wc have had 
many Republicans tell us within the last few 
weeks that they "liked Landon" pretty well; and 
when we asked them why, they had no answer. 
When we probed further, and asked them what 
they know about him, they had no knowledge 
about him. Wc do not recall any previous pop- 
ularity of a potential Republican presidential 
candidate which rested on so light a factual 
knowledge. 

This Landon movement hereabouts might be 
studied, with possibly interesting results. It 
may be that there has been set up here a clever 
campaign mostly under cover, to boost the Lan- 
don chances; and it may be that this campaign 
had its origin and retains its headquarters far 
westward of hero; it may be that this cam- 
paign is being financed by Midwestern interests; 
it m^y be that this rather sudden frenzy for 
Landon among rank-and-file Republicans who do 
not claim to know very much about nolitirs 1« 
the first fruit of a carefully engineered and j 
adroitly managed organization. It may be. 
Some think so.

The answer to that is found in the Landon ■ 
record; and once more, these paragraphs are m , 
no sense nor degree intended as a boom or a.

Lesson in Government 
As Al Smith used to say, let's look at the 

record : , 

He was at first a candidate for Governor ot 
Kansas in 1932— the first time he had run for 
an important political office. The highest level 
he had reached in the political work! before that 
was to serve as county chairman for the Bull 
Moo.se back in 1012. In 1932, then, he was the 
Republican nominee for Governor of Kansas. 
The opposition to him was weakened by the in- 
trusion of the celebrated Dr. Brinkley; yet, de- 
spite the split opposition, he just squeaked into 
office, with a plurality around 5000. Not much. 
He had not been in office many hours before 



lie Degau lo iry lo save money. That is Varely 
a popular pastime for a Governor. Santa Claus 
is still the patron saint of politicians. Landon 
cut salaries, reduced the cost of government. He 
took the cake and pic from the mouths of office- 
holders. And what happened? 

In 1934 he was a candidate for re-elecUon. 
He had one opponent, a Democrat. The opposi- 
tion to his re-election was not divided. It was 
concentrated. Landon won by 62,000 votes. 

Note this: When he took over the office in 
1932 the total public debt, state and local, was 
$67.35 per capita. In 1935 it was $52.56 per 
capita. 

If that is not a lesson in government we 

never saw one. , , . r tv« 

And that fellow citizens, is the basis for the 
Landon boom, whether the man on the street 
ever heard the facts or not. He may or may not 
be the best bet for the nomination-we express 
and we have no opinion as to that: but we offer 
the case, along wuh the case of Mayor Bates, 
as a hint to all aspiring pohticians. 

In the field of our local candidates for the 
Republican nomination for the governorship, 
matters are about in statu quo. At the big blow- 
out- not the big blow-of the Massachusetts. 
Republican club last Monday, all the candidates i 
were there, except John Haigis: and his absence 
may have hurt him and it may have helped him. 
There are a good many thousand party men and 
women whose only connection with the party is 
the privilege of voting, and who never have any 
invitations—even at so much per ticket— to go 
to these big political dinners and jamborees. 

We wonder what would happen if in every 
city and town a political party should put on 
public dinners to which everyone was invited, 
at a cost of about 35 cents per plate. 

The Haigis Followers 

As for John Haigis: We spent a night this 
week in a certain town in western Massachu- 
setts — not the old home town. We talked to a 
group of nearly 200 representative men of that j 
town, on the political situation in the nation; 
and later we listened to what local men had toj 
say about state issues and personalities. The 
one thing that stood out most strongly was the 
I intensity of the western Massachusetts regard 
I for Mr. Haigis. We doubt if the eastern Massa- 
i chusetts Republicans have any idea of the 
depth of this feeling. They won't get the full 
flavor of it by talking with political leaders, even 
in western Massachusetts. They will get that 
only if they will sit down some evening and talk 
things over with the local bankers, business men, 
professional men, and their wives. It is there 
that they will find this Haigis talk. 

Yet there remains the fact that the convcn- 
i tion representation of all the four western coun- 
ties together is balanced by one big eastern Mas- 
sachusetts county. Western Massachuselt,'; can 
go into the state convention, a solid block of 
delegates for Mr. Haigis, if so mirided— and it 
looks as if it were going to be pretty near that— 
but unless they have other strength besides that, 
they will not win the nomination for their candi- 
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date. What Mr. Haigis needs is not western 1 
Massachusetts enthusiasm, which he appears tol 
have a-plenty, so much as delegates in the other 
parts of the state. His friends and supporters 
need to get to work in eastern Masachuselts. 

Bicameral Legislature 

The only sensational item of the week here 
on the golden Hill is the proposal of Representa- 
tive Durant, of Lee, to abolish the state Senate;

Every little while someone starts tinkering 
with something.

Public hearings for the claimants 
to the $20,000 MiUen reward were 
concluded yesterday at he State 
House, when the Governor s Council 
heard Lawrence R. Goldberg Bos^ 
ton newspaper reporter, .who tola 
how he talked with Irving Mtllen 
outside the Millen home. 

The other claimant to appear today 
was Edward A. McDonnell newly 
appointed Boston detective, who was 
i patrolman at Stat.cn 9 on Feb 11. 
1934 It was for McDonnell that Al- 
fred' LeVierge asked when he <:fme 
to the station house to say he thought 
he had repaired the battery. 

McDonnell, on his first appearance 
before the Council, said he le" the 
station and went to LeVierge s bat- 
tery static^. Lieut Frank McNabb 
appeared yesterday and told the 
C^ouncil that McDonnell did not leave 
the station that day. Today McDon- 
nell reiterated his statement that he 
did in fact leave the station and go 
to LeVierge'.'i battery place. 

Isftues Formal Statement 

Goldberg, co-claimant with Joseph 
t Dinneen, another local reporter, 
■»>as called to tell of incidents rnen- 
tioned in Dinneen's story of which 
he had closer personal knowledge.

^ On that morning, said- Goldberg, 
he and Dinneen were working 
through the battery section of the 
telephone book, calling "P all hat-, 
tery stations in effort to check the 
ownership of the famous battery. But 
a tip came lo them that a batter.v 
had been repaired for a man named 
"Miller" of Lawrence av, Roxbury. 

By checkmg in the directory, they 
found no Miller, but a "Millen, at 
89 Lawrence av. They telephoned 
to Capt Michael Barrett at the State 
House, then drove out there. 

Yesterday Dinneen told of tneir 
Interview with Joseph Millen, father 
of Irving and Murton. 

Today, Goldberg told of speaking 
to two men who drove up to the 
Millen home in an automobile that 
dav.

One of them, he said, first de- 
clared, "My name is Brudgie Nel- 
son."

Goldberg said he fished around, 
conversationally, with Irving, but 
that Irving was noncommittal in his 
an5wers and uncommunicative. On

right " 

Goldberg said the claims of him- 
self and Dinneen were based large- 
iy on this visit to the Millen homo. ' 
It was the first time the Millcns had 
been located, he said, and it was 
Goldberg and Dinneen who estab- 
lished that the name was Millen and 
not Miller. Goldberg also declared 
that he made mental note of Ir- 
ving's appearance, a description 
which he later furnished to State 
Police. . .,. 

Goldberg also told of visiting 
Abraham Faber at the lattcr's bat- 
tery shop, under the pretense of hav- 
ing his automobile radio looked at. 
Learning on this occasion that Faber 
was a graduate of M. I. T., said 
Goldberg, he and Dinneen went to 
Tech and found that Faber was a 
crack shot and had been a mem- 
ber of the rifle team.

Most of the comment on Mr Ben- 
ton's project has been unfavorable. 
Those who oppose the scheme say 
that the pre-primary convention, 
which will be held next June, is 
qualified to do the very things he 
would turn over to the committee of 
50, that the convention, made of dele- 
gates elected in the different cities 
land towns, will have much more in- 
fluence v.'ith the voters than a small 
committee chosen without legal au- 
thority could have, and that the can- 
didates selected by the committe« 
would be handicapped by the_ belief 
they had been "hand picked." The 
voters will actually nominate the 
candidates in the September primary, 
and it mif;ht well be that men and 
women who went into the primary 
with the indorsement of such a com- 
, mittee would find themselves at a 
disadvantage. 

Unlike the Democrats, the Repub- 
licans look with fear on a fight in 
the primary, '"he Dofiiocrats think 
such contests arouse Interest within 
the party and end to bring voters 
to the polls on election day, no mat- 
ter who may have been nominated 
in the primary; but the Republicans 
believe that bitterness engendered in 
the primary may carry over and 
have an unfavorable effect in the 
November election. 

At the moment three Republicans 
have said they wojjld be candidates 
for the party nomination for Gov- 
ernor, and all of them intend to run 
in the primary even if they are 
beaten in the pre-primary conven- 
tion. Others will probably enter 
the fight before next Spring. Efforts 
will doubtless be made to bring about 
an agreement so that all except one 
will retire, but the chances are that 
nothing will come of those attempts. 
There is a possibility that the field 
might be cleared for Ex-Gov Alvan 
T. Fuller, if he would consent to 
run, but those who are close to him 
feel certain he will refuse to reenter 
politics, although he will do any- 
thing else he can to bring about 
the defeat of Gov Curley, who, most 
people now assume, will be a candi- 
date for reelection. 



Bi^neil of Newton wiU be a can 
didate for the nomination for Gov- 
ernor and will form an alliance with 
Councilor Winfleld A. Schuster of 
Douglas, but that report does not 
gam much credence. It is generally 
accepted that Mr Schuster, who has 
been a vigorous opponent of Qpv 
Cuxley in the Council, vill run for 
the partv nomination for Lieutenant 
1 Governor, but the common belief is 
I that Mr Bushnell will be, at the most, 
i no more than a receptive candidate 
lor Governor.

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TO END A RELIEF TANGLE 

Richard C. Conant, state commissioner 
of public welfare, has given Massachusetts 
fifteen years of able, intelligent and non- 
partisan service but will probably be dis- 
placed Dec. 1. Before leaving office he has 
proposed changes in the relief machinery 
of the state and municipalities which would 
unquestionably benefit them, their tax- 
payers, and their relief recipients. 

Only persons who have had direct con- 
tact with public relief work can fully ap- 
preciate the vast amount of red-tape, legal 
technicalities, and investigation which sur- 
rounds It. Not all of the tangle crigniated 
with the ERA, the PWA, and the WPA. 
Some of it has existed in Massachusetts for 
years. 

We refer to the settlement law which, 
in general requires a town or city where a 
destitute person has had legal residence 
for five or more years to pay for his sup- 
port whether he continues to reside in 
that municipality or not. If he has no 
legal settlement, the .state is required to 
reimburse the community where he is being 
supported. As the number of such persons 
has rLsen from about 4000 to 26,000 in the 
last ten years, the extent of the investiga- 
tions, applications, and reports necessary 
to satisfy the legal requirements may well 
be imagined. 

It is Mr. Conant's recommendation that 
this slow and expensive system should be 
supplanted by a flat state grant to all 
municipalities, amounting to 25 per cent, 
of their annual relief expenditures. Some 
communities like Boston, which have been 
notoriously slack In pushing their claims 
for reimbursement by the state, would un- 
doubtedly gain by it. A few might con- 
ceivably lose by it. But little doubt exists 
that a general saving would be effected by 
getting rid of a ma.ss of superfluou;: book- 
keeping. , . 
If the .state subsidizes all the munici- 
palities to the extent of 25 per cent, of 
their relief expenditures, Mr. Conant rightly 
believes that It should exert some control 



over their policies and practices. There us 
at present a startling variation in the 
weekly allowances made by Massachusetts 
cities and towns to their unemployed. 

Some communities give so little that 
their heartless parsimony is a command to 
their poor to move out and settle else- 
where. Boston, at the other extreme, pays 
relatively so much that it is constantly 
attracting the' destitute from other places. ' 
The settlement law theoretically forces the . 
home town to pay for the migrant's support, 
but, as a practical matter, the community 
in which he actually resides is usually left 
holding the bag. 

At its next session the Legislature could 
favorably consider these two changes: The, 
substitution by a flat state subsidy of the 
present intricate and expensive .system of 
state aid; the creation of some sort of state 
supervision which would require munlci- ' 
palities to maintain fair relief standards. 

At present much money is being wasted 
on extravagant paper-work, and some 
cities and towns are almost starving their 
de-stitute, while others are giving them more 
than they should have. For years Massa- 
chusetts led the country in the care of its 
unfortunate citizens. It is time that it 
re-examined its methods and adapted them 
to current conditions.

The political sensation of the past week, 
of course, was the public redemption of 
Councillor Daniel H. Coakley. Once Gov. 
Curley's severest critic, 'the apostle Daniel 
without warning put on the sackcloth and 
ashes as he hit the sawdust trail with a 
whoop that proclaimed Mr. Curley "the 
greatest Governor in 50 years." 

Pulling out all the stops and employing 
all the superlatives at his command, the 
councillor discussed with deep emotion the

An 
irreverent observer must be pardoned it 
he talks to himself and concludes that} 
there is something screwy somewhere. 

The great Shakespearean scholar, lis- 
tening to the honeyed words of praise 
coming whence only denunciation formerly 
poured, probably paraphrased in a vagrant 
thought the unhappy Hamlet's "The 'gen- 
tleman' doth protest too much, methinks." 
Five years ago it was the common 
opinion among both Democrats and Re- 
publicans, as they regarded the unbridled 
hostility between these former buddies, 
that here, at last, was a genuine political 
enmity that not even the healing oils of 
time could soothe. 

THE STARK FACTS 
Nevertheless, we are confronted with the 
stark facts. Mr. Curley and Mr. Coakley now 
seem to be in complete harmony and a new 
understanding exists between them as they 
dictate the policies of this great common- 
wealth, direct the expenditure of its millions 
and determine who shall handle the busi- 
ness activities of its various departments. 

There are now two distinct wings of the 
Democratic party functioning here. On the 
one side is the Curley-Coakley faction and 
far across on the opposite side is the Walsh- 
Ely group. Between the two is a leaderless 
squad friendly to President Roosevelt, dis- 
appointed at the coldness of the Ely-Walsh 
crowd toward the President and unwilling to 
accept the other gathering as representative 
of the President. 

The breach between the two wings is like- 
ly to be widened this week when several of 
Mr. Ely's appointees come up for reappoint- 
ment along with numerous Republican heads 
who were retained in office five years ago as 
former Gov.

REFUSES POLICE PLEA 

The young woman Is Mrs. Donnelly 
herself. Somg of the gems that were 
taken from the Curley home were 
prized by her and her father far beyond 
any monetary value that could be 
placed upon them. They were her 
mother's. The discovery of their loss 
was one of the hardest blows that ever 
came into her life. 

But she is determined Ihe robbery 
will not Inflict suffering oti any one 
else, even those concerned In it. The 
young bride and the first lady of the 
Commonwealth has been receiving the 
reports of the Invesligattjrs in detail. 
Yesterday she learned Ihe last piece 
of Jewelry had been virtually located 
and that It would be returned to her 
within a few days.

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ROTCH DENIES HE'LL 
QUIZ AFTER McGLUE 
PREDI CTS CH A NGE 

Curley Campaign Manager Claims Federal Administra- 
"^ tor's Appointment of Republicans Will Bring 
I About His Downfall 



BOSTON m—A prediction today by Charles H. McGlue, Democratic 
leader, that Arthur G. Rotch, emergency relief and works progress adminis- 
trator, soon would be replaced, was met with a denial by Rotch that he would 
resign. 



McGlue, campaign manager of Gov. 
Jamjs M. Curley in the last elpction 
and now chairman of the ballot law 
commission, predicted that Rotch 
would be displaced in two or three 
weelts. He said the relief administra- 
tor had permitted the appointment of 
"numerous Republicans as city and 
town" ERA - WPA administrators 
throughout the state. 

Rotch replied, "I have no intention 
of resigning. I deny that ERA ad- 
ministrators in different towns have 
been appointed through politics." 

The method of choosing ERA ad- 
ministrators, Rotch said, was to have 
selectmen or the mayor of a town or 
city submit the names of the three 
men best qualified for the post, re- 
gardless of politics. Rotch said that 
from those three he chose the admin- 
istrator. 

Rotch said there were no WPA fed- 
eral administrators, and would be 
none. In the various cities and towns. 
WPA projects, he said, would be car- 
ried out under the direction of city 
and town officials. 

McGlue, former chairman of the 
Democratic committee, said Demo- ' 
cratlc leaders contended many of the, 
local administrators had used their 
appointments to "build up a Repub- 
lican machine." 

McGlue also predicted Rotch's 
successor might be either Gen. 
Charles H. Cole, convention-endorsed 
candidate for governor, defeated by 
Curley in the primary, or Col. 
Thomas F. Sullivan, Boston ERA- 
WPA administrator. 

Rotch, a classmate of President 
Roosevelt at Harvard, became ERA 
administrator In October, 1934.

tor.s throughout the state. 

The prediction met with a denial 
by Rotch that he would re.sipn. 

Rotch said, "I have no inter, ion 
of resigninR. I deny that E.R.A. 
administrators in different towns 
have been appointed throush poli- 
tics." 

The method of choosin; E.R.A 
administrators. Rotch said was to 
have selectmen or the mayor of a 
town or city submit the names of 
the three men best qualified for 
the post, regardless of politics 
Rotch said that from those three 
he chose the administrator. 

Rolch added there were no WPA , 
Fedoial administrators, and would: 
be none, in the various cities and 
towns. WPA projects, he said, 
would be carried out under the di- 
rection of city and town officials. 
Declaring he could not see how 
un inmiediale "tossing out" of 
Rotch would help the unemployed, 
Governor Curley said he was not 
consulted when Rotch was named 
and that he did not think he would 
bo when he is replaced.

Calls for Pay-as-You-Go 

Policy as Speedily 

As Possible 

Removal of the "tax limits" Im- 
posed by the Legislature on Boston 
budgets and characterized as "a 
travesty on public finances in this 
state," was strongly urged yesterday 
by the joint committee on municipal 
finance of the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce and the Boston Real Es- 
tate Exchange, in a communicatior 
to the special commission on muni- 
cipal finance autliorizcd by the last 
Legislature to study the finances of 
the city. 

"Whatever was the original intent 
of these limits," the joint committee 
jsaid in its communication, "as they 
I have worked out they have not been 
' tax limits at all. In operation they 
I have had very little eflect in limit- 
iing either taxes or appropriations. 
jThcy are exceedingly confusing; 
they encourage evasion of respon- 
sibility by elected city officials, and 
they prevent proper budget proce- 
dure." 
OTHER RECOMMENDATIONS 
This was only one of several rec- 
ommendations of sweeping changes 
In financial laws controlling the city 
of Boston made by the committee. , 
Others were: 

1— Centralization, of authority to 
fjp^e approprwUcns in U« mayoi? , 
and coimc.]. < 

2- Abolition of the exemptions 
now enjoved by Boston from state 
laws applying to other cities and 
towns, in regard to the purposes for 
which tliey may borrow money. 

3-A new law prescribing a better 
budget procedure for Boston, which 
would require adoption of the budget 
i before the fiscal year begins: a more 



complete budget containing the en- 
tire financial plan of the city and 
more effective expenditure control. 

4 — Adoption of the pay-as-you-go 
policy for capital outlays las com- 
pletely and .speedily as possible. 

5— A requirement that any legis- 
lative acts Involving borrowing out- 
side the debt limit for capital out- 
lays, be subject to acceptance by a 
two-thirds vote on referendum to 
the voters of the city. 

DISCONTINUE BORROWING 

6— Discontinuance of borrowing 
for current expenses. 

7— Establishment of a department 
of finance, headed by a comptroller, 
into which would be placed the 
existing financial departments of the . 
city. 

"The present system of finangfal 
control and responsibility in tha^^ity 
government" the communjfation 
states, "has evolved graduaUf and in 
haphazard fashion over serfrai cpn. 

erations, with the result that there 
Is' an extraordinary and injurious 
degree of decentralization. 

"The Legislature, largely through 
the establishment of legislative Urn-' 
Its, has to a small extent acted as a 
centralizing agency. Removal of all 
legislative restrictions as to appro- 
priating authority would accentuate 
the decentralization now existing. 

"Despite the constant agitation for 
removing the legislative restrictions 
upon Boston, the problems created 
thereby do not appear ever to have 
been explored adequately. The solu- 
tion cannot be reached without a de-' 
tailed study of many complex qucs-; 
tions of law and administration. It 
has been impossible for us to make 
such a study. But It is clear to us 
that the general solution lies in a 
centralization of appropriation con- 
trol In the mayor and city council, , 
and that because of the peculiar fea- 
tures of the Boston situation, this 
must be accomplished by a special 
statute. While tliere may be dangers j 
Inherent in such a centralization, we ' 
believe that they are le.ss important i 
than the present evils of decentraliz- I 
atlon, and that they would be com- 
pensated by the benefits resulting I 
from placing a larger measure of 
fi.scal responsibility in the executive ' 
and legislative branches of the city 
government." 

The policy of borrowing for cur- 
rent expenses, in the opinion of the 
joint committee, should be discon- 
tinued. ' 
"In 1935," the report said, "one out ' 
of every $8 in the total requirements 
' of the city will be financed by bor- 
I rowed money. The 1936 emergency ' 
[loans amounting to $10,000,000 will 
bring the total for the past three 
years to over $21,000,000. For 1936 
$1.60 of the tax rate will go toward 
paying debt service charges on these 
emergency loari.s. 

CALLS PRACTICE HABIT 

"This practice i.s becoming more of 
a habit than an emergency measure. 
The temporary advantage of a re- 
Iduced tax rate resulting from these 



loans may prove to be lear-.mpoi cam 
than the serious disadvantages of, 
piUng up large debt service charges, 
in future years." ' 

The liberal attitude of the Legis- 
lature in permitting the city to bor- 
row outside the debt comes in for 
Its share of criticism In the report 
which points out that in the past 16 ^ 
vears the Legislature, mainly upon 
Request of city admlnistrat on, has 
authorized loans outside the debt 
limit totaling over $135,000,000.

Here Point Out 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 26— Massa- 
i chusetts Democrats are flgv.ring that 
i Henry Cabot Lodge, grandson of the 
i famous statesman who "broke the 
heart of the world" in his fight 
against Woodrow Wilson on the 
League of Nations, will be the G.O.P. 
candidate for senator next year. 
They are so sure of this that they 
are already shaping individual polit- 
ical plans to fit in wi.th that picture. 
Incidentally, they are not partic- 
ularly happy about this situation. 
Despite his youth they are not dis- 
counting young Lodge's ability as 
a vote getter. On the contrary they 
point (r?» tchat he has all the advan- 
tages of a great name, and none of 
the liabilities. 

The famous Massachusetts sen- 
ator, as a matter of fact, had accu- 
i mulated a lot of enemies before his 
I death. In his last race for the Sen- 
i ate he barely pulled through.

' such gatherings for nearly a genera- 
tion, he was rather obviously side- 
tracked. In fact that sidetracking 
led to animosities which rose to 
plague William M. Butler, at the 
time Republican national chairman 
and representative on the ground 
of President Coolidge, when Butler 
later ran for the Senate against 
David I. Walsh. 

None of these old feuds, however, , 
are believed by Democrats interested 
In holding a Senate seat, and some 
of them in winning that .seat for 
themselves, to linger on. They do 
not expect young Lodge to lose any 
Republican votes on account of them.

At his last national Republican con- 
vention, tiiat at Cleveland, far from 
being the dominating figure lie liad 
been at sucli gatherings for nearly 
a generation, he was ratiier ob- 
viously sidetracked. In fact, tiiat 
sidetracking led to animosities 
whicti rose to plague William M. 
Butler, at the time Ucpubliean na- 
tional chairman and representative 
on the ground of President Cool- 
Idge, when Butler later ran for the 
senate against David I. Walsh. 

None of these old feuds are be- 
lieved to linger on, however, by 
Democrats Interested In holding a 
senate seat, and some of them 
In winning that seat for themselves. 
They do not expect young Lodge to 
lose any Republican votes ou ac- 
count of them. 
Democratic Fears 

Moreover, Massachusetts has eight 
Republican members of the house, 
more than any other state at pres- 
ent except Michigan, New Jersey, 
New York and Pennsylvania. And 
more than such historically Repub- 
lican states as California, Illinois 
and Ohio. 

So their fear Is that, with evi- 
dences such as the Rhode Island 
election and that Massachusetts 
has backslidden on the New Deal, 
young Lodge, with nothing against 
hlni, may poll the full Republican 
vote.
